It souaht to ameliorate 
thcatatoofinan when he was ils Wed ; it sought to 
irtfaao the wrrrns of civilisation where now -was 
herbalism; it sought ends higher and nolilsr nven 
than thcao! yea, fur by giving lo pitietiing mortals 
tie book of bosks, thnt acmtained a halm for all nur 
wounds andasnlaca for nil onr woes, tliey aimed at 
Hot only diapelltiia; the doubts and dissipating tha 
feirs," but also at enldndltnK hopes and f jmishina: im- 
mortal pieMu to tho dyinc. Even [ooltlnf at the Bibls 
as a mere pisoo of literature, it was without osceplLon 
tee beat book of that Wad in the world. And it most 
ne :.-:'!., be so, stnea as an inspired work it -was of 
heaven— heavenly. It contained more sublimity of 
thought, more doctrinal learning, more strains of piety, 
And tiherma of composition, than could be called from 
amongst the works of all ages. - As a hook of literature 
it was one that had onpjaged the attention 
of the master minds of (ill aces. That 
menial giant, Locke, was humbled before 
tho majesty of tho glorious truth it contained, 
Samuel Johnson had sat as meekly as Mary at tie 
fast of Jssus. listening 10 the wofdi of srree that came 
from this most precious boot. Biderot, the French 
illfldal, was caught by a friend pvinr; lessons of truth 
to his daughter out of this holy boolc. rlo with many 
others .that ho ftonld enumerate, the persecuted and 
unhappy Lady Flora Hastings i in this volume 
found her only consolation and pnviiion from 
the strife of tongues, and. dying, be^neoUleo it 
in beautiful lines as a legacy- to her mother. Oh, 
would not men he happiot and the world better if this 
holy book wero mora frequently appealed to. A pious 
widow-woman on being spoken. to about her Ilsbto 
described it as tho joy of hot eyes and. the staff 
of her 1 age, h~Et trust in auction, her nupport in 
need, her comfort in life, nnd she t mated it 
would bo her hope in tho hour of itoalli. 
Viewed in this light then, tho Parent Society was 
worthy, of, And deserving the thanks of, tho whole 
world. Hilt what availed wordsr — thoy pasied by and 
became as dr»MM of the ni~ht— evsn as a tide thnt 
was tolA, It was different, however, -frith this Sonictj, 
for it not only gave an acknowledgment aod rajoicad 
in tho uscfutnoiB of tho Patent Society, but it pro- 
seated a, substantial proof that it agreed with it ill all 
thine?. ■ Most sincerely did he rejoice tint this 3oclety 
wasabletado this, and earnestly did h* pray that it 
mlBlrt eontlnuo in the same <wureo and he increasingly 
enabled to. put litis precious volume into the hands of 
thousands! that those now sitting in darkne&B 
miphtseo tha light and be enabled to rejoice ; and 
that in the fulness of time it might become a parent 
Society Usclf from -which many other branches might 
aping, to diffose the light of tho Word of God 
timnighnut the dark placea of the earth. 

Tho Iter, J. G. MiLLAno, in rising to aaaotul tho 
resolution, said he could not stand bcfoio such an 
audience aa ho then aawaesemblcd without feeling thnt it 
was an imprcjuivo and imposing sight to behold so 
many persons there congregated for tho promotion of 
so nrnisowor ilvy nn object aa that thoy had in viow.

The isai. fortnight bni ijeen riot ia woiks of 
bcncivolenee. Glaocing kt onr recori of meet ■ 
iiiSS, we find a long Hit of Rntherinra. Many 
instituliori, etill fatoutitei n-itS the public huve 
piidafited the oh an gas ot i generation. The 
idsac, the ntceasitieH, mil tho systems wliidi 
oriEinitfld them, or ■which tiny repreEe:nI, re- 
main in aalirntcn force. The hold they tske 
on Ike mind of the pablie itiust not be- measurer? 
by tho attendants at annual meetings. While 
the management satisfies Iho panplo— wliilo no 
quesliun whicli enn stir up the nansiopg appeari 
orithe board, there in little to. itErietan aaaem- 
bly, hut it would lie an error to imagine that 
ahience is ludiflerenco. for tbc most part the 
material facto ate ginon in print; Ihoy ire read 
by many ihoiisaEds, and they satisfy Qib- judg- 
ment that " bVI ia right." Among the Sranual 
rneetingB held during the lest fourteen days, ttb 
may enumerate the Infirmary, tho Destitute 
ChiWron'a Society, the Sene-rolont Society, aa 
intended to lelieTB the auffiering, to protect the 
oirpbtn, and to (ji?o shelter to the unfortunate 
and agerj. These inatitutiona deal rrith.that 
tarrre .ntaras of! miEcry rviioh eotoniaatibti 
ia its present form; must eoat on the community. 
Were it not fe-r llleae organicsd eHotta to suc- 
cour, we should have our door* bewst with beir^ 
nai-s r otir feelings tortured by tights of aggra- 
vated rlietrcas ; ittid^ we should' beside have' to 

grapple with the crimes which spring fromi 
poverty, ignorance, tnd despair; There ia in- 
deed 1 some thing appalling in the attempt toio- 
alise the ecenes and objecU which the statifitSos 
of these inalitutient- present — hut *bey muat 
slill leave much untold oven in the depart' 
ments-they proTe^a to descriho. Besides the auf- 
feringi. want, and desertion, with which tie 
societies in question ha-re to do — how large and 
feaTful- an ajdiiioa must be medi in those who 
prey upon or who burden the colony— the pau- 
per, the ciimiual, and the ioaane ! We have, 
however, a people whose liberality ia not to-he 
exhamled, nnd whoso means ncem Co grow with 
tho claims for its eKcieiao. The class of institu- 
tions wa refer to deals only withrtha wants and 
sorrows of men. Like the goad Samaritan, it finds 
men of another fultb, oftca of another 
nation; and it makes no inquiries, sti- 
pulates fox no conformity, oaks no reward. 
It deals with those' who ere- wounded and 
fallen^ it gives what it can beatow — the- oil 
and wine — and for tfee rest leave? consclsnco 
to its own work ; the heart to its own meaiia- 
tiona, without interfering with its cburwbcd 
convictions, The city should prise auch institu- 
tions as these. Tbore lire Otbsrs, of more limited 
interest, -which may be added to the catalogue- 
Anjoig them we may mention the Insurance 
Bociotwa, one of which held on Friday ita cnnusl 
meetine. We rejoiro in the growing popu- 
larity of thte great Boati-ivancs of modern.^mes, 
and in the increase of insurance agencies. They 
watch, stimulate, and add prosperity to. eaeh 
other. 

There is something in self.deiuiil< which 
raises man beyond (k<s ordinary virtues- of his 
nature. To look death steadily in the face — to 
suffer the imagination to estimate alh ita conse- 
quences, to an infant family and a, helpless 
mother— to culcul&te ths amount of present 
Indulgence which must be resigned in 
order to soften the fall cf a house- 
hold when its natural prop is removed ; to 
make that sacrifijea with the lull knowledge that 
it viil yield no advantage i^Mta who makes it 
hayond the repose of -the"'- lie-art i these are 
triumphs of the intellect'- ant the soul; they 
ennoble the character la, proportion to the eacci- 
licc they deninnd, and ttrrttw 9. moral fragrance 
over an early tomb. On tho o'her hand, what 
en epitaph on a young man— that his income 
nit fair— that lie won the confiding and 
Vauiifui — tbstt ha saw gathering about him a 
troop of helpless children — that he might by 
self denial have provided them with education 
and a home ; but that, madly confident of life, 
ha lost tbn moment, and left them ths widc- 
wide-world. We believe that such .neglect 
dccB sometimes result from innenalbllivy— often 
from thoughtlessness ; hut as the principles of 
Life Insurance oacume better known tho excuse 
for such will bo' lessened, and the omission will 
mount up into a crime. 

There is i considerable list of religious insti- 
tutions which also have numerous friends. The 
London Missionary Society, which has been the 
means of opening ths South Seas to Christian 
civilization, now mote ot less chared by ill 
Christian churches. The Biblo Society, which 
in aome hundred or two languages and dialects 
has multiplied copies of the Sacred Writings. 
Besides these we have many asiociatiansi to ad- 
vance tha interests of tho colony, many of 
which have had their annual gatherings.' Wot 
always the leaet important of tlieifl are found 
unfler raodoel designations. 



Mn. GnsGortv j account 0 f the North Aus- 
trafian ^rfwto Expedition has been printed 
among the PTirliamenfary papers, accompanied 
by a map illustrative of the anploralion of the 
Victoria River. The ioformittioii obtained bv 
Ibis eiploratton— which was the most pro- 
ductive part of the es-podition— will J ta a, ubi- 
mately.iqlhe sslitemeot of this part of North- 
western Australia, Tnough not indulging in 
any such eulogistio description of tha country 
SB that in which aome Australian espbrera have 
described Heir discoveries, the ecoount he gives 
is snflictont to show that there is a 
largo area of country available atones for pas- 
toral purposes. The country covered by the 
decomposed Sanastone.tbouph generally naur, is 
occasionally well grassed; ilie limestone forma- 
tion is covered by a light ioamy soil producing 
abundance of gra 5 s, while the (rap country is 
richer slill. Altogether the expedition traversed 
in Ihis quarter not less than three million acrse 
ofaviikbie graiing land. And it should be 
noted that comparatively little of this corner of 
the continent was exposed by the, expedition. 
Mr. GttEaonr ascended the Victoria to Its 
sources^ and descended Start's Creelt till il 
lost itseir in the , desert ; reluming 
to his camp by the same roulc. and comtjellod 
to do so hastily from the want of aUrfaca water, 
A reference to the mop of the expedition shows 
that tho course ofiSLnrt's Creek rune nearly 
parallel wiiti the coast lino throughout its length, 
though about three or four hundred miles in- 
land. The country between this craek and ths 
sea, and which ia marked in tho maps as Tas- 
man Land, is at present unexplored. But as 
Mr, Gbegobt's jinirney hits shown that in this 
quarter ths great caulral fiescrt does 
not approaeh nearer to the coast than 
Slurt'o Creek, . it is probable that 
this belt of country is of fair 
average quality, The known indented 
slate of the coast would give riie to the suppo- 
sition time numerous email sitcoms traverse it. 
There is Ihereforo every reason ta suppose that 
there is sufficient available territory there to 
farm n n orth- western eoiony. The elimsts was 
not found unhealthy, nnd the heat not mere op- 
pressive than in some parte of Australia already 
occupied. Tho sheep taken with the expedition 
throve Well, though what effect would 
ba produced on the quality of , tiie wool 
cannot,. of course, "be positively determined opart 
frorrf experiment. It is §ri favour of the 
occupatioo of this country that It is quite ac- 
cessibierby land from the settled.' parts of Sow 
South Wales. The route taken by tha expedi- 
tion la trsvemhlo by flocks and hTerds. The 
valleys of the Burdeltin and tho Eynd afford 
convenisnt acceas Id the- Uulf of Gbrpentaria, 
while the numeroue streams whicli flow into the 
gulf on its southern side afford water" at conve- 
nient intervals. There ia no intervening im- 
ptecticiibla counlrji separating the western from 
tUa eastern part of North 'Australia, such as 
there is on- the southern coast,- separating be- 
tween Western and Southern. Australia, and 
preventing overland oomniunisation, 

TJnlesH for soma imperial reasons a 'soparatc 
colony should be established in rho neighbour- 
hood of the Victoria Kivcr, it is- not probable 
that ec.ttlers vrill ilbcir there till, [hey find their 
ptesgot mns too strait for thetn.
